The relative importance of a component is its expendi- 
ture or value weight expressed as a percentage of all items 
within an area. When the value weighis are collected—most 
recently during the 1993-95 Consumer Expenditure 
Survey—they represent average annual expenditures, and 
their relative importance ratios show approximately how the 
index population distributes expenditures among the 


Teron contains data on the relative importance 


components. Relative importance ratios represent an esti- 
mate of how consumers would distribute their expenditures 
as prices change over time. 

Relative importance ratios cannot be used as estimates 
of current spending patterns or as indicators of changing 
consumer expenditures in the intervals between weight 
by factors other than price change. These factors include 
"variations in Clinate, family size, and eveilabili 
of new and different kinds of goods and services. 

Relative importance ratios of components in the national 
or local area consumer price indexes can be used in the 
construction of indexes for special combinations of items.
